CONSTITI'TION OK THE IDEA. 

Spp. 1 . — Tlie official publication of 
the student lo<ly of the Ibilveralty of 
Kentucky shall be ‘The Idea.' 

Sec. 2 —The Idea shall be i ubllahed 
weekly during the college year by the 
staff of The Idea. 

Sec. 3. — The Idea shall be (ortrolled 
by a Board of Directors. 

On or befo'-e the first Friday In April 
of each year, each of the four literary 
societies shaT elect one member to this 
Board, and each of the four classes 
shall elect one member to the Board. 

Those elected by the literary soci- 
eties shall be members of their re- 
spective organizations, and those elect- 
ed by the classes shall not be members 
of any literary society. 

ge<; 4 . — T.ne newly elected Board of 
Directors shall, together with the Board 
elected the i receding year, meet on or 
before the second Friday In April of 
each year, and elect the EdItor-ln-Chlef, 
the Assistant Editor, the Business 
Manager, and Assistant Business Man- 
ager, and such other members of the 
staff as they see fit to select. 

The Editor-In-Chief and Business 
Manager shall during their term of 
office be members of the Senior Class, 
and the Assistant Editor and Assist- 
ant Business Manager shall be mem- 
bers of the .Tunior Class. 

Sec. 5. — In the event that any of the 
members of the Board of Directors 
elected the year before do not return 
to school, his or her successor shall 
be elected within two weeks after the 
opening of school. Or if any member 
of the Board of Directors should leave 
school, his or her successor shall be 
elected within two weeks. 

All meetings for the puniose of elec- 
tion shall be advertised one week in 
advance of the meeting, and the time 
and purpose of the meeting shall be 
clearly set forth. 

Sec, 6. — It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Directors to have general su- 
pervision of the work of the Editor-In- 
Chief and Business Manager, and of 
the conduct of The Idea, 

It shall be emix>wered to direct, sug- 
gest, reject, or reprove and change any 
policy of The Idea, In accordance with 
the terms of this constitution. 

Sec. 7. — Tiie Board of Directors shall 
meet at least once each month at a 
regular specified time. A majority of 
the members shall be necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Sec. 8. — The new Board of Directors 
shall choose from its number a Chair- 
man and Secretary. 

At the annual election of the staff the 
Chairman of the retiring Boed shall 
preside. 

Sec. 9. — 1 he Eidtor-ln-Chlef shall de- 
termine the arrangement, quality and 
quantity of the contents of the i>aper: 
provided that such control shnll not, in 
the discretion of the Board of Directors 
unreasonably disturb the financial con- 
dition of the Idea. 

Sec. 10, — The Business Manager 

shall make t.11 contracts and i>ay all 
expenses connected with the publica- 



tion and buslT.ess management of The 
Idea, out of the gross receipts arising 
from such publication. 

Sec. 11. — The Business Manager 

shall keep and present to the Board 
of Directors at each monthly meeting 
a complete record of ali receipts and 
disbursements, in actual value, whether 
payment therefor shall have been re- 
ceived or made, in funds, in franks, 
and vouchers shall be presented in 
each Instance. He shall also show a 
complete record of all paid up sub- 
scribers. 

Sec. 12. — in May of each year the 
first edition of The Idea shall publish 
a complete account of receipts and ex- 
penditures rnd financial condition of 
the paper for the year ending. 

Sec. 12.— The constitution may be 
amended by a majority vote of the stu- 
dent body. All proposed amendments 
and the date of the meeting at which 
the vote is to be taken, must be pub- 
lished in The Idea in two edlfons pre- 
ceding the time of the meeting. 

Sec 14. — This constitution shall go 
into effect as soon as ratified by the 
student body, and shall be preserved 
by each member of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Temporary Clause. 

For the end of the school year 1910 
the present staff shall edit the remain- 
ing editions of The Idea. The mem- 
bers of tbe first Board of Directors 
shall be elected before the 16th of 
May, and shall choose the staff for the 
coming year on or before the 17th 
of May, 1911.

Becomes Dean of Women at State 
University — Succeeds Mrs. Flor- 
ence Olfut Stout. Resigned. 



Latter to Continue as Physical Direc- 
tor — Each Has Seat In Faculty. 



.Miss Anna J. Hamilton, principal 
of the Semj)Ie Collegiate School, in 
Loui.sville for the past ten years, yes- 
terday was appointed to the p4»slfion 
of Dean of Women of the State I ni- 
versit.v, Lexington. She succeeds 
Mrs. Florence Otfutt Stout, who re- 
signed the iMtsition in order that she 
might ilevote her entiix*' time to the 
duties of physical director of women 
at the institutitm. 

Jt was at the suggestion of Mrs. 
Sl 4 tut that the two ollices were sep- 
arate<l, as is shown by her letter of 
resignation, which was read at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee t»f the 
hoard »*f trustees of the institutitm, 
held in Li xiugitm vesterda.v. It fol- 
lows : 

Mrs. Stout’s Resignation. 

•‘Judge H. S. Barker, president of 
the State Cnivei'sity of Kentucky: 
Dear Sir — Believing as I dt» that the 
IKtsition of dean of women somewhat 
impairs the distinctive cpiality of my 
specialty, demonstrated by the tact 
that I am now intnuluced for any ad- 
dress before the public as dean of wo- 



men, rather than physical director of 
women. 1 hereby tender m.v resigna- 
ti(tn. In being relieved of the ver.v 
ornatnental title of dea!i of women, 1 
s-iek a greater usefulness in physical 
education, which is my life vViirK .imt 
from which fact 1 do not wish the 
attention of the public diverted. F’or 
this reason, aiid b<‘cause 1 live in my 
husband’s jiulicial district, which 
makes '^Iie meeting of extra olflce 
hours inconvenient, I recpiest a re- 
lease from the duties indicate<l. 

“Respectfully submitted. Florence 
OtTut Stout, professor of physical ed- 
ucatictn and director <»f the depart- 
ment, dean of wonii n. State UniversN 
ty of Kentucky.” 

Judge Henr.v S. Barker. |>resident 
of the State ITiiversity, in speaking 
last night of the resigimtion of Mrs. 
Stout as dean of women, and the ap- 
pointment of Miss Hamdtop to take 
her place in that tlepartment of the 
institution, said: 

Brilliant Woman. 

“I am exceedingly pleasetl in being 
able to secure the services of these 
two brilliant women, and I expect 
great things from their work in the 
univeisity. Their very in-esenee will 
be an inspiration t«> tlie young wo- 
men who have the good fortune to be 
associated with them. No school in 
tlu' countr.v jxissesses their supper;*)rs 
and very few their equals in their re- 
spective departments.” 

.Miss Hamilton, before she became 
principal of the Semple C»dlegiate 
School, in Louisville, was head of the 
English department of the (i iris’ High 
School. She also at one time was 
head of the commercial department of 
the Normal School, and later became 
principal «>f the Normal Night Scluxd. 
She was president of the Alumnae 
Cluh of the < tills’ High School and is 
a director of the Wtuuan’s Cluh t>f 
latuisville. She is ex-president of the 
Kentuck'’ Fetleration of M omen s 
Clubs and is vice-president of the 
.Jail Matron’s Board. She also is 
vice president of the ailvisory hoard 
of the Juvenile Ctuirt. She has lect- 
uied in Tiouisville and throughout the 
State along literary and club lines.
